THE FEAST OF TABERNACLES 





Memorial and Prophetical 





F. J. Lee, General Overseer. 


These are the feasts of the Lord, 
even holy convocations, which ye 
shall proclaim in thier seasons. 

The Feast of Tabernacles is both 
memorial and prophetic. It is memor- 
ial as to redemption out of Egypt. 
Leviticus 23:41 says, Ye shall keep it 
a feast unto the Lord seven days in 
the year. It shall be a statute forever 
in your generations: ye shall celebrate 
it in the seventh month, that your gen- 
erations may know that | made the 
children of Israel to dwell in booths, 
when | brought them out of the land 
of Egypt.—V. 43. 

It was strictly a seven day feast. 
During the seven days the Israelites 
were commanded to dwell in booths 
formed of boughs of trees. These 
were taken from the olive, palm, 
pine, myrtle and other trees of thick 
foliage. They left their home and 
abode within these booths. This was 
in memory of the time the Lord led 
them through the wilderness to Ca- 
naan’s land. 

The offerings at this time were 
more numerous than at any other 
festivals. There were offered on each 
day two rams, fourteen lambs and a 
kid for a sin offering. (Smith’s dic- 
tionary.) 

The camp must have been a gay 
spectacle with the lamps, the flam- 
beaux. The music, and the joyous 
gatherings in the court of the temple 
must have given a still more festive 
character to the night. 

The main purposes of this feast 
were to offer thanksgiving for the 
harvest and commemorate the time of 
their dwelling in booths in the wild- 
ernes. In one of its meanings it statids 
in connection with the Passover, as 
the feast of Abib and commemorates 
their freedom from the tyranical rule 
of Egypt. It isn’t any wonder that 
they rejoiced in their liberty and in 
the good things from God’s bountiful 
hand because of such a wonderful de- 
liverance. 

This feast was also prophetical of 
the good things they shall enjoy dur- 
ing the Millennium. They will then 
have gathered from among the na- 
tions and shall enjoy the harvests of 
fruits and grain, also the res: from 
their wanderings not in Egypt but 
within the nations of the world of 
which Egypt is a type. 

Asvect of the Country Changed 

At this time the Feast of Taber- 
nacles will be resumed as a memorial. 
See Zech. 14:16-21. But at this time 
not the Jews alone shall keep it but 
all nations. Read, And it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is left of all 
the nations which came up against 
Jerusalem shall even go up from year 
to year to worship thé King, the Lord 
of hosts, and to keep the FEASTS OF 
TABERNACLES. 

And it shall be that whos> will not 
come of all the families of the earth 





unto Jerusalem to worship the King, 
the Lord of hosts even upon them 
shall be no rain. 

And if the family of Egypt go not 
up, and come not, that have ro rain; 
there shall be the plague, wherewith 
the Lord shall smite the heathen that 
came not up to keep tne FEAST OF 
TABERNACLES. 

This shall be the punishment of 
Egypt, and the punishment of all na- 
tions that come not up to keep the 
FEAST OF TABERNACLES.

What is a grudge, It is an ill-will, 
discontent at another’s pleasure’ or 
advantage. 

It was necessary that God, in com- 
mitting the Law to Moses, warn 
against grudges. “Thou shalt not 
avenge; nor bear any grudge against 
the children of thy people, but thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
His sole reason for the command 
was—“I am the Lord.” 

Grudge-bearers invariably inflict 
suffering upon those against whom 
they have a quarrel. Herodias had a 
grudge against John the Baptist. For 
a time she lacked power to avenge 
herself. But retaining it in her heart, 
she found occasion to influence one 
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who had power to silence the testi-

mony against her.—Mark 6:14-29. 
Revenge may be taken in the great- 
est apparent refinement, so disguised 


that none but the Discerning Eye 
can detect it. But sometime the ar- 


row that has been shot with the bow 
of enmity will be returned laden 
with the poison it has’ been sent 
forth with. To say the least, the echo 
of a guilty conscience is God’s arrow 
by which He slays the ambitions of 
proud hearts to excel. 

Under the Gospel Dispensation, the 
warnings are against malice and all 
that would lead to unkindness and 
lack of courtesy, and impatience in 
the service of the Lord. The Apostle 
James warns against grudges _ be- 
cause they invite condemnation 
(judgment). There is no condemna- 
tion to those who are “in Christ,” 
but those holding an ill-will against 
another are .‘‘in themselves,” and are 
paving their way to the judgment 
seat. “We must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ”. “Grudge 
not one against another, brethren, 
lest ye be condemned: behold, the 
Judge standeth before the door.” 
(James 5:9.) With that Judge at the 
door, there will be no need of  wit- 
nesses. His presence is sufficient evi- 
dence to call forth His sentence. The 
believer’s attitude is to be that of 
forgiveness under any and all: cir- 
cumstances; “Forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you”. (Eph. 4:32.) 

There is ample reason, in the hu: 
man sense of the term, for bitterness 
and anger to find vent in evil speech 
and revenge, in this present evil 
world, for not many have the Spirit 
of Christ whose tender compassions 
always seek the welfare of others. 

Grudges arise when some one feels 
he is taken advantage of; that his 
interests are classed “inferior;’. in 
other words, discontented at anoth- 
er’s pleasure or advantage. Horrid 
disturber of the peace! 

How foolish is the temptation to 
see things in this light! Yet it is one 
of the most subtle and prevalent 
among those who do not have the 
illumination of the Holy Spirit, but 
harbor the desire to excel.—Phil. 2. 
It is not possible to conceive that 
one’s interests are classed _ inferior, 
unless himself has sought advantage 
over others. The heart is deceitful, 
“In Thy light shall we see light.”— 
Ps. 36:9. 

When one reaches’ beyond his 
measure in ideals, he finds occasion 
to blame others for standing in his 
way. Some one has said, 


“Jealousy is the little soul’s grouch 
at seeing his own rejected ideals real- 
ized in another, and envy is the un- 
willing respect that inferiority pays 
to superiority.” 

To keep within the limits of the 
grace that is promised “according to 
the measure of the gift of Christ” is 
to not fall short of our ideals, and 
consequently being enabled to “es- 
teem other better than themselves.” 
That is keeping the love of God in 
the heart looking for the mercy ofr 
our Lord. 


This Judge at the door is not a 
dread to a real believer.

MILLEN, Ga.—When I sent in 
my license a long time ago I 
wrote Bro. Lee that I thought I 
was doing the right thing.
